What About Trying It Elsewhere? 


The scheme is one of the biggest experi- 
ments in co-operation or profit-sharing applied 
to agriculture that has ever been attempted 
in Britain in an effort to show that workers 
can be kept on the land if the monetary. in- 
ducement is strong enough. Whether such a 
scheme would show such good results in its 
early years, if conducted without the backing 
of such a combination as the Fordson Estates, 
Ltd., is a matter for speculation. The initial 
capital outlay was heavy, and the cooperators 
did not make a start until there was a reason- 
able chance of their getting an early return 
from the fruits of their labour. Whatever 
opinion one may form regarding its feasibility 
under less favourable auspices, one must recog- 
nise the enormous value of the experiment as 
a demonstration of the success which must 
attend mechanised farming. Not only is a 
large extent of ground covered quickly at a 
period when time is precious, but it actually 
increases production so much that more 
labour is needed in harvesting than would 
otherwise be the case.

An action was begun in which Gladys J. 
Cairns and Minnie F, Cairns, of Colgans- 
town, Newcastle, Co. Dublin, sought specific 
performance of an alleged agreement made 
with the defendant, Francis R. O'Connor, 
accountant, Molesworth street, Dublin, for 
the sale to him of their interests in the 
mineral deposit and ownership in fee-simple 
in the MacDermot Roe estate, in the town- 
lands of Gubberudda and Graignageeragh, 
County Roscommon. Damages were claimed 
for the non-performance of the alleged agree- 
ment. 

The plaintiffs, in their statement of claim, 
alleged that a syndicate, for which the de- 
fendant was acting, had agreed to purchase 
the rights in question over an area of 450 
acres statute for £1,650. The sale was 
subject to the plaiutiff, Minnie F. Cairns, 
obtaining from the Court a lease of the 
mining area at a nominal rent in favour of 
the syndicate for the period of the lives of 
Miss Frazer and the Countess D’Arnaud, 
who were entitled to a life interest in a one- 
third share each of the income of the mining 
area. On the death of these two ladies the 
fee-simple of the mining area and all mining 
rights were to be handed over to the syndi- 
cate or its assigns. The purchase money 
was to be paid over to the plaintiffs on the 
signing of the agreement. By an order of 
the Chief Justice, dated March, 1933, Anna 
Frazer was declared to be a person of un- 
sound mind, and Major E. F. Frazer was 
appointed her committee. By an indenture 
dated September 4th, 1933, made between 
Miss Frazer's committee, the Countess 
D' Arnaud, Miss Minnie F. Cairns, Henry J. 
Leachman and the defendant, it was agreed 
to demise to the defendant all the mines and 
minerals under the mining area, subject to 
the turbary and grazing rights of the tenants, 
for a term of five years at the yearly rent of 
£15. By an order of Mr. Justice Johnston 
dated February, 1935, Gladys J. Cairns was 
ee liberty to sell for the price of £1,650 
er interest in remainder in the mining area. 
Defendant entered into ssion of the 
mining area and continued to carry on mining 
operations. He had refused to execute the 
conveyance and complete the purchase. 

The defendant pleaded that the alleged 
agreement was made, not on his own account, 
but expressly as agent for a syndicate.

Superintendent Keyes, Bruff, said that 
when he went to Kilmallock he found the 
church completely enveloped in flames. The 
roof had fallen in, and all the doors were 
on fire and were almost burned out. A safe 
in the vestry had fallen off its pedestal, but 
on examination afterwards the safe did not 
appear to have been interfered with. He 
could not find any clue on searching the 
church grounds. On July 24th he had an inter- 
view with Anthony Morton at the barracks, 
and told Morton he was not satisfied with a 
statement that Morton had made to Guard 
Skehan the previous day. He asked for a 
fuller and more detailed statement. He was 
taking a fuller statement from Morton when 
he was called away. Later when he returned 
Morton said that he wished to make a second 
statement, admitting that he burned the 
church with others. He cautioned Morton 
and took a fresh statement from him. 

Mr. O. Moriarty raised a point with regard 
to this statement, and the jury retired whilst

A RAZOR BLADE 


When the plaintiff returned to her 
employer's place, at about half-past 5 Oo clock 
on the evening of llth March, she was told, 
said Mr. Roe, that a lady was waiting to see 
her, and on going into the diningroom she saw 
Mrs. Ryan. Mrs. Ryan told her that she 
wanted to speak to her privately, and asked 
her to bring her to her bedroom. The plaint:t 
escorted her to her room, where Mrs. Ryan 
appeared suddenly to develop a strong temper. 
Mrs. Ryan threw off her hat, and, in an angry 
tone, asked the plaintiff if anything had take: 
place between her husband and her. She told 
the plaintiff that she had £10 in her bag, and 
that if the plaintiff told her the truth they 
would go to Greenore together. The plaintiff 
replied that she had always told her the 
truth. Mrs. Ryan then thumped her on the 
head; put her hand into her bag, from which 
she produced a razor blade, and drew the 
razor blade across the plaintiff's face and 
neck, inflicting a very serious wound.. The 
plaintiff tried to pacify Mrs. Ryan, and said: 
For God's sake get me a doctor.” Mrs. 
Ryan went with the plaintiff to the Civic 
Guards barracks, where she was detained. A 
doctor was sent for and attended to the 


laintiff, who subsequently was sent to 
Hagar 


é pfaintiff was then called, and gave 
evidence in support of her counsel's statement. 
There was absolutely no foundation, she said, 
for the accusation that Mrs. Ryan had made 
against her. 

Cross-examined by Mr. FitzGerald, she 
said that she had not noticed anything about 
Mrs. Ryan after she returned from the nursing 
home, that suggested to her that Mrs. Ryan 
was becoming queer. Mr. Ryan never 
at any time offered her any insult. 

Mr. FitzGerald asked the plaintiff had she, 
on one occasion, told Mrs. Ryan that while 
she was in the nursing home Mr. Ryan came 
into her room to look after a young child 
that slept with her and that had been crying. 

Plaintiff—On my first visit to the nursing 
home I told her that daddy had to take the 
child on two occasions. 

Mr. FitzGerald—I suggest that that was 
what put into her head this extraordinary idea 
that Mr. Ryan had committed himself. 

Medical evidence having been given, the 
case for the plaintiff closed. 

Mr. FitzGerald, opening the case for Mr. 
Ryan, said that he would be able to satisfy 
the jury that at the time when this assault 
happened Mrs. Ryan was out of her mind 
On that very day of the happening she had 
left a nursing home where she had been a 
voluntary patient. 

Medical evidence having been given re- 
garding the state of the health of Mrs. Ryan, 

John Ryan, her husband, was examined, 
and stated in the course of his evidence that 
he had never in any way committed himself 
with the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, addressing the jury, 
said that the plaintiff had gone through a 
terrible experience by reason of this razor 
attack on her, and the fact that a mental 
specialist had not been produced to give evi- 
dence about the state of Mrs. Ryan’s mind 
was, as Mr. Doyle (counsel for plaintiff) had 
stated, a matter to be considered by the jurv. 
The girl was probably close to having been 
murdered. The attack on her was the result 
of a base, unfounded charge made against 
her by Mrs. Ryan, and no more diabolical 
assault could be contemplated by anyone, nor 
one more deliberate. 

The jury found for the plaintiff and 
assessed damages at £600, and judgment was 
entered accordingly, with costs.

way that the profits would be divided among 
the workers at the end of each season. 

Towards this end a co-operative society 
was formed for each division of the estate 
under thé name of Fordson Co-operators, 
Lid, Each of these is run as a separate 
unit and must publish its accounts at the 
end of each year. The society's rules provide 
that, after paying all proper expenses, 
interest on capital and loans, and setting up 
a reserve fund for redemption of loans over 
a period of years, any profit remaining shall 
be divisible among the working members in 
such proportion as their actual individual 
wages bear to the total wages paid to 
members during a similar period. 

If the profits are divided among the 
workers, it may be asked, how do the co- 
operators carry on their work from year to 
year? All outlays for the beginning of the 
year are guaranteed by Fordson Estates, Ltd., 
to whom it must be refunded. As there is 
a regular income from the sale of vegetables 
pow on the property, the loan made by the 

ordson Estates, Ltd., is soon refunded. 

At the Boreham Hall Farm, near Chelms- 
ford, last year, the capital required for the 
purchase of the’ necessary tools and im- 
plements, and the necessary cost of seeds 
and manures, etc., required for the additional 
areas, was guaranteed to the Society by 
fordson Estates, Ltd. 


How Co-operatives Qualify. 


The qualification of membership of the 
society is the holding of one share at £1 by 
a male or female who has been employed by 
the society for wages or salary not less than 
200 days in any one year from Ist January. 
While the possession of one share per 
member is essential, he or she shall not hold 
an interest over £200 in the shares of the 
society. The objects of each society, as set 
out in the rules, are :— 

To carry on the industries of agriculture, 
horticulture and farming in all its branches, 
house-building, glasshouse-building ; purchase, 
sale, letting and hiring of real estates; 
canning, bottling, jam and pickle, manu- 
facturing; fruit and vegetable preserving, 
haulage and freight contracting.” 

According to Sir Percival Perry, K.B.E., 
who is chairman of the committee of manage- 
ment, Fordson Estates, Ltd., a Fordson co- 


operator reaps the full benefit of. his 
labour during his lifetime. When he 
dies another will take his place. The 
land defined as the property of the 
various co-operative societies is held on 
a 9,999 r lease by co-operatives. The 


qualifications of membership are as already 
stated, and if a worker is not satisfactory 
and does not pull his weight, then his fellow 
workers dispense with him. If he dislikes 
his occupation, he may leave and take with 
him only such accumulation of realised effort 
as he has earned. If he dies, his successor, 
whose labour is required to sow and harvest 
food, carries on exactly on the same terms 
as his predecessor. 


Big Wages Bill. 


That the policy adopted in this case is 
attracting more workers to the land is evident 
from the increase in the number employed. 
In 1935, on the Fordson Estates, 110 per- 
manent workers earned regular weekly wa 
amounting to £14,377 per annum, in addition 
to casual workers whose wages amounted to 
over £4,000. At first the wages were fixed 
at 25 per cent. above the minimum statutory 
‘agricultural wages for the county..

These rerults may be attributed to the use 
of no fewer than sixteen tractors and modern 
machinery, together with well-planned crop- 
ping For success in market gardening, 
either on a large or a small scale, plans must 
be made well in advance, and rotation has to 
be carefully considered. Otherwise it would 
be impossible to supply any particular market 
with produce at the right time. Last year a 
sum of £11,620 was realised for Brussels 
sprouts alone, and this year the amount will 
probably be larger. 

Since it is to their own financial interest to 
get as much done as possible, the workers on 
this estate virtually require no supervision. 
They are nearly all men who have had ex- 
perience of market gardening, and know 
exactly what is wanted. Additions to the 
staff thus have every opportunity of gaining 
a lot of information from their seniors. 


The services of a central office staff for all 
the co-operative societies are paid for on the 
basis of 5 per cent. commission on machinery, 
seeds, manures, etc., purchased on a collec- 
tive scale, and 2 per cent. on sales. These 
allowances cover the whole of the clerical 
services, thus enabling the workers to con- 
centrate on raising the maximum produce 
from the land. This section of the work is 
also operated on co-operative principles. 

Similar principles apply to the repair and 
construction department. An expert staff 
gare and is responsible for the maintenance 
of machinery and tools belonging to the co- 
operatives. They charge ordinary market 
competitive prices for their services, and the 
workers in the repair section receive regular 
wages. 

ord lorries, suitably decorated, are used 
for transporting the produce to market, and 
the accounts for this department are kept 
separately, each society hiring its transport 
on exactly the same terms as would be paid 
for outside hire. This section also has shown 
a profit, and the surplus divided among the 
men according to co-operative principles.

So 
far, the procedure has worked satisfactorily, 


and is a wonderful object lesson in organisa 
tion. 


Having outlined broadly what has been | 
done im this novel experiment in farming, a 
glance may be taken at the work in one 
particular section of the estate—Fordson Co 
operators, Boreham Hall. This comprises 
approximately 500 acres, 425 of which are 
under cultivation. Here a team of 40 men, 
women and boys is engaged in the cultivation 
peas, beans, cabbage, cauliflowers, 
Brussels sprouts, tomatoes, rhubarb, lettuce. 
About 50 acres of wheat is grown, chiefly 
for the purpose of providing straw litter 
for pigs. 

What was formerly the vegetable garden at 
Boreham House is now used as a nursery, 
where seeds of crops to be transplanted are 
sown. Cauliflowers are put into pots under 
glass and afterwards transplanted under 
glass, in order to get an early crop. 

Outdoor tomatoes, worth £100 per acre, 
have been grown in a large field from which 
many trees have been uprooted, the 
being five tons per acre.

The market garden crops grown include 
lettuce, asparagus, chubarb, cabbage, peas, 
runner beans, French beans, marrows, cauli- 
flowers, tomatoes, sprouts, Savoy, potatoes 
and roots of every description, with, as 
stated, about 50 acres of corn. 


Pig Brieding and Fattening 


Pigs are the only live stock kept. The 
manure from the piggeries is used for choice 
crops of cauliflowers, tomatoes and French 
beans.

The Maguires 


Mr. Justice Maguire, the newly- 
appointed High Court Judge, comes of 
antique Irish stock. No mention of the 
Maguires is found before the thirteenth 
century, when they became princes of 
Fermanagh, supplanting the former chiefs 
known as O Daimhin or Devin. 

They were inaugurated on the summit 
of Cuileach, a mountain near Swanlinbar, 
close to the Cavan border. But in later 
times they became associated with 
Lisnaskea, where a branch of the clan 
still exists. In the time of Elizabeth 
there was a Prince Hugh Maguire, who 
became a prominent ally of the O’Neills. 
The family estates were confiscated by 
James I. during his plantation campaign, 
but a Conor Roe Maguire came forward 
afterwards and received a re-grant of land 
and the title of Baron of Enniskillen. 

The branch to which the new Judge 
belongs settled in Mayo during the Com- 
monwealth, when Cromwell sent the Irish 
to hell or Connaught. Another branch 
settled in France. 

Mr. Justice Maguire’s mother is an 
O’Neill and the author of a number of 
religious publications. 


The G eoghegans 


And, now that I am on the subject of 
descent, Mr. James Geoghegan, the new 
Attorney-General; descends from Fiach, 
son of Niall of the Nine Hostages, the 
126th Monarch of Ireland. He can, I 
believe, trace an unbroken descent from 
Fiach, and in his case the family motto: 
“Semper patriae servtre presto, is appro- 
priate. 

The family name is a. yariation of 
Eachagan, meaning little horse.” The 
Geoghegans were the -recognised Lords of 
Moycassell and Fertullagh, a Westmeath 
district, in ancient Ireland. 

Although Mr. Geoghegan has resided in 


Dublin now for a number of years, his 


brother, who is head of the family, 
occupies the headquarters in Westmeath. 
The Geoghegan country covers that 
romantic district near Lough Ennel, so 
famous for its myth and legend. During 
a busy life the new Attorney-General has 
given a great deal of thought to philan- 
thropic work, and is a prominent member 
of the Catholic Truth movement in 
Ireland.

All the locals were open and 
doing a roaring trade; for many of the 
country folk had not bothered to come to 
the Market place and were slaking their 
enormous thirsts throughout the speechi- 
fying. I was able to sympathise with 
those who had not had the foresight to 
dodge the column; but from what I saw 
afterwards, most of them made ap 
adequately for last time. 


The Umzug 


The Umeug itself was one of the most 
charming sights that Í ever have wit- 
nessed. It was well worth the two hours 
of Hitler cum Goebbels cum Ley to watch 
that delightful procession through the 
narrow streets of the little Bavarian town, 
and I only hope that it may be my good 
fortune on some future occasion to repeat 
the experience. Shortly before our arrival 
in Berchtesgaden the cattle had been 
brought down from the Alm, the meadowed 
plateau in the hills where they had spent 
the summer, mé. I 1 bun 75 
ictu ue spectacle of the beasts, wit 
their false faces and gaily decorated heads, 
on the way to their winter quarters. But 
the Erntedankfest made up for everything. 
To begin with, all the peasants were in 
full Tracht. The most homely woman 
seems to become attractive when she is 
decked out in Bavarian garb, with her 
brightly coloured blouse and apron, 
generally red and green; her knitted hug- 
me-tight, her low-crowned saucer hat, with 
its brilliant ribbons, and a chain of three 
or four inches in depth around her neck, 
for all the world like a deep band of tiny 
pearls. The men are also equally attrac 
tive, and when you see them all marching 
around together the effect is altogether 
delightful. 

The Umzug actually consisted of a long 
procession of various kinds of Hitler 
organisations, men, women, and, above all, 
children, a number of incredibly noisy 
brass bands operated by enormous peasants 
with leather lungs, the whole preceded by 
a solemn-looking gentleman in brown uni- 
form his breast covered with ribbons and 
medals, riding a somewhat decrepit white 
horse, who clearly had seen better days. 
This horseman, who carried a large 
standard, had a distinct resemblance to 
Mussolini, and apparently he knew it; 
for, from time to time, he would puff out 
his cheeks d la Duce, and glare fiercely 
about him as if to command respect for 
his ferocity. Behind this procession came 
the most interesting part of the show— 
namely, a number of artistically-decorated 
| carts and wagons, some drawn by six 
oxen in span, others drawn by horses, as 
well as three or four motor lorries. very 
one of these vehicles represented a different 
branch of Germanys agricultural im- 
dustry.

A Wine Shop 


Very often nt nights we used to go down 
to the town to a wine hostelry, where, as 
a lady in our hotel told us. there is 
always something on.”

Rich 
Hamburg merchants, with their wives, 
would rub shoulders with farm labourers 
from the outlying districts. Daughters 51 
Stuttgart manufacturers, with Mercédés 
cars, might be seen dancing with their own 
chauffeurs ; for everybody seemed to dance 
with everybody else. 
The music was very simple. It con- 
sisted of a fiddle and a piano-accordeon. 
The fiddler was a bit of a genius; for he 
managed to observe the official ban on 
jazz music of every kind, while at the 
same time providing his patrons with the 
liveliest tunes imaginable. Now and 
again he and his colleague would burst 
into hearty song, to be followed promptly 
by the entire company, and we spent some 
very jolly and remarkably inexpensive 
evenings in that tavern. Where else in 
Europe could you get great goblets of 
1934 Rhine wine—and Fons assure you 
that no finer Hock exists—for something 
like sevenpence a time? I reckoned that 
about three of Hofschaffer’s goblets 
would go to a bottle; and if you were not 
particular about the year, you could get 
them for almost half the price. His coffee 
also was excellent; but coffee is very dear 
in Germany, and comparatively few Ger- 
mans can afford to drink it. In Bavaria, 
indeed, a friend of mine told me that the 
sants in many cases have given up 
drinking coffee for their breakfast, and 
start—as they invariably finish—the day 
with a tankard of beer.

in Hofschaffer’s will 
remain among my pleasantest memories of 
Berchtesgaden. verybody was 80 
friendly and courteous to the foreigner, 
and there was no attempt to exploit him. 
I remember a few years ago in Budapest, 
when, on entering a café in the oldest part 
of the town, I invariably was by 
the leader of the so-called Zigeuner band 
with an ad hoe rendering of “Tipperary.” 
I had murder in my heart against that 
man, and I was afraid at first that the 
same sort of thing might happen in 
Berchtesgaden. But the Bavarians do 
not go in for that form of blackmail— 
you will give the band anything to stop 
playing—they have all the instincts of 
gentle folk, who realise that the highest 
compliment that they can pay to their 
visitor is to treat him precisely as one of 
themselves.

Roosevelt’s Triumph | 


Most people expected that President 
Roosevelt would enjoy a second term in 
the White House, but nobody dreamt 
that his victory at the elections would be 
the most decisive in American history. 
On the very eve of the elections, after 3 
careful study of American opinion, the 
general belief in Europe was that he would 
win—by a narrow majority. His success 
actually has been overwhelming. Of the 
48 States of the Union only two have 
voted for his Republican opponent, 
Governor Landon, and President Roose- 
velt takes office with the more than 
comfortable support of 523 votes in the 
electoral college, against Governor 
Landon's eight. The Republicans never 
previously have endured such a blow. 
Even those States which have been their 
strongholds since the appearance of party 
government in America—such States as 
New Hampshire and Pennsylvania—have 
turned to the Democratic foe. Others, in- 
cluding New York, Illinois and California, 
had cast off their traditional allegiance to 
the Republican Party in 1932, and wore 
expected to return in contrition this year; 
but they, too, have helped to swell Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s monstrous majority. 
Even his own State, Kansas, has been 
faithless to Governor Landon. For the 
next four years not only will President 
Roosevelt be supreme in the White House, 
but his supporters will hold command in 
the two Houses of Congress. The “ Grand 
Old Party,“ as the Republicans love 20 
style themselves, has been reduced to 
virtual impotence. As for the three 
“freak” candidates for the Presidency. 
they seem to have fared even more 
pathetically than was expected: there is no 
word of them in the news from America. 
In every department of the elections-- 
votes in the electoral college, tétal votes 
polled, seats in the House of Representa- 
tives, seats in the Senate, State Governor- 
ships—the Democrats have gained a signal 
victory. 

We must not. think that, because the 
Republican Party has ceased to count in 
Parliament, all serious opposition to 
President Roosevelt in the country has 
ceased. He has won, it is true, 46 out of 
the 48 States; but America does not vote 
by proportional representation. Governor 
Landon, in fact, has polled (according to 
the latest figures) 14,000,000 votes against 
President Roosevelt's 22,000,000—nearly 
two-thirds of the victor's poll. These 
14,000,000 are almost powerless at Wash- 
ington, but they are not likely to love 
President Roosevelt any the more for their 
disappointment, and somehow or other 
they will make their voice heard. Yet, 
however they may grumble, the machinery 
of government is once more in the Presi- 
dent’s hands, and he has every right to 
assume that his “ New Deal ” has received 
& convincing mandate. He has triumphed 
against all the forces of American con- 
servatism, against big business, against 
misrepresentation and prejudice. What 
will he do now? Possessing such a 
mandate, he hardly need stop at anything. 
Already: the view is being expressed in 
some quarters as a fear, in others as a 
hope—that he will turn the Constitution 
of the United States inside out, in order 
that it may interfere no longer with his 
plans. Jubilant supporters are urging him 
to deal drastically with the Supreme 
Court, which last year put an end to his 
huge schemes for the reform of industry 
and agriculture. It even is whispered—by 
his defeated enemies—that the President 
hereafter will enjoy the powers of a 
dictator, rather than those of a democratic 
statesman. Nobody knows for certain; 
but it is improbable in the extreme that 
he will permit his plans to be halted again 
by the constitutional chains which have 
hampered them in the past. Twenty-two 
million citizens of the United States have 
put him in office because they have seen 
the value of his ‘‘ New Deal” and wish 
him to persevere with it. He cannot dare 
ta disappoint them. 

Unless, indeed, he is prepared to 
re-model the Constitution, President 


Roosevelt cannot expect to make headway 
with his new deal.” His hopes, and the 
hopes of many millions of Americans, 
were pinned on the N. R. A.“ and 
A. A. A.“ schemes, which were blighted 
by the Supreme Court’s discovery that 
‘the schemes ran counter to the rights of

showed that the collapse of a handful of 
financiers could throw a whole nation into 
ruin ; it formed tragic proof that the spirit 
of democracy which is the boast of the 
United States was a spirit without reality. 
President Roosevelt is determined to 
remove the reproach of oligarchy from his 
nation, and we shall be gravely mistaken 
if he allows the Constitution or the 
Supreme Court or anything else to stand 
in his way. He has undertaken the 
largest and the most dangerous task that 
ever confronted an American statesman. 
Will he accomplish it, or will his country 
become again the sport of the financial 
winds ? 


Please to Remember 


This week publishers have shown that 
their mucn-abused class can cherish a 
subtle sense of humour. Messrs, Hutchin- 
son are publishing the autobiography of 
the late Mr. G. K. Chesterton to-day— 
the anniversary of the Gunpowder Plot. 
Was ever a happier choice of a date 
made? The soul of Chesterton, if beyond 
this bourne of time and space this trifle 
of mundane news comes to his knowledge, 
will roar with celestial laughter, and will 
seize a pen of light to write a punning 
commentary. At last,“ he will say, 
“the true character of that dark and 
desperate conspirator has been detected. 
There walked among men, in the guise of 
a bulky and breezy journalist, one who 
was in truth a Guy Fawkes, a conspirator 
against the sure and stable institutions of 
his country. Some glimmering of this 
murky and mysterious truth seems to 
have dawned upon American critics, even 
while he lived ; for he was freely described 
in transatlantic journals as ‘the guy who 
writes detective stories’ and ‘the guy who 
was so volite that he stood up in the trolley 
car and gave his seat to three ladies.’ Now 
the mask is torn from this guy's cunning 
countenance. No longer can he be repre- 
sented to the innocent British public as 
Chesterton, the all-round man; for the 
publishers have knocked the stuffing out 
of him, and have shown that he was a 
man of ‘straw. Yet, even though the 
monster has been ‘exposed, his fellow- 
conspirators are capable of declaring that 
it was well so—that though he was a guy, 
he never was a fox. Children enjoyed him. 
though his fingers spouted crackers. He 
made them laugh. His fireworks 
frightened, but gave pleasure ; the Roman 
candles of his style at least were stately 
and exciting, and the Catherine wheels 
of his paradoxes were a joy to behold. His 
jumping crackers and golden rain hurt 
nobody, and the world will miss his 
squibs. It cannot be denied, now the 
truth is out once and for ever, that he 
was a plotter, and that he undermined 
much that seemed solid and unshakeable. 
lí Guy Fawkes tunnelled under the 
British Parliament, Chesterton, too, 
worked beneath the solid edifice of British 
gravity. The first guy used gunpowder, 
the second used laughter ; but, while one 
failed in his uplifting undertaking, the 
second, not less devoted to the ideal of 
uplift, sacceeded in his aim. Chesterton’s 
laughter made Parliament and other 
mighty structures rock, but his explosions 
broke no bones. He blew up politicians, 
philosophers and every other manner of 
leading citizens; but the victims loved a 
blowing-up by G.K.C. There stil] live 
and flourish many whom Chesterton blew 
up week by week—Mr. H. G. Wells, Mr. 
Bernard Shaw and Dean Inge are 
eminent examples—and they are lonely 
for his merry admonishments. Whether 
Guy Fawkes enjoyed the dire thing that 
he did is not recorded; but the glory of 
Chesterton’s fireworks was enjoyed by 
none more than himself. With him every 
night was bonfire night. He leapt around 
the flames of controversy, shouting for 
more and more newspaper fuel wherewith 
to send the blaze higher and higher. In 
that tossed and turbulent light the world 
was transformed. The shadows moved 
that had been settled on the soul of man, 
and all who played in the game were 
young again in a new and leaping light. 
as when from the cosmic fires the world 
was born. His was not gunpowder 
treason, but gunpowder reason; and we 
see no reason why it should ever be 
torgot. —In such fashion, but with 
livelier corruscations than a duller pen 
can accomplish, Chesterton might make 
his apologia, when and where no apologia 
is needed, before he hurried by the light 
of rockets of shooting meteors to see a 
bonfire in the heavens burning up the 
nebule of the empty places, and making 
the universe brighter by one new star.

Communists in China 


It is known that Frenchmen are à bit 
immoral, and wear conical top hats; that 
Germans are fat, and like being soldiers; 
that the English are the least shade better 
in every way than anybody else; and that 
the Chinese have an inviolate reputation 
for wisdom. To deny these ancient truths 
would be to show a pointlessly belligerent 
spirit; but, when Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
Liang founds a reformatory for Com- 
munists in Sian, the provincial capital of 
Shensi, that inviolate reputation for 
wisdom has received so shattering a blow 
that we cannot let the occasion pass with- 
out comment. The aim of the Marshal's 
institution is to take a long-haired, 
collarless and argumentative Communist, 
and teach him—actually teach him with 
lessons, and classrooms and blackboards— 
to become a short-haired, decent conserva- 
tive Chinaman. Herr Hitler has been 
taking this kind of citizen for a long time 
now and putting him out of harm’s way ; 
but we cannot picture Herr Hitler giving 
Communists instruction in arts and crafts, 
and releasing the student when the 
student is deemed to have graduated. 
Herr Hitler seems never satisfied with 
the progress that his pupils have made; 
and we believe that Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
Liang would be similarly and chronically 
discontented if he knew where the sun 
rose, or how to get in out of the rain, or, 
indeed, anything at all. Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-Liang has it in mind to direct his 
protégés into a new understanding and 
outlook ” in their political life; and, 
although he has made certain provision 
for the dunces with compulsory drill and 
a general military discipline, he cannot be 
a really wise Chinese. The scholars in 
Herr Hitler’s seminaries know that they 
are going to be old boys in the literal sense 
of the phrase, since their headmaster is 
so convinced of their inability to learn; 
but when the Marshal's lads realise that 
they will graduate just as soon as they do 
ngt seem to be Communists any more they 
will shed their beliefs and their reforma- 
tory uniforms with a celerity which will 
astound and please the Marshal.

LANDSLIDE FOR MR. 
ROOSEVELT

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—Mr. Roosevelt has done the im- 
possible. He has bettered his victory of 
1952, when he polled the greatest number 
of votes ever given to any candidate for 
the American Presidency. It is a dramatic 
end to an election campaign which has 
monopolised American interest during the 
past twelve months. 

Interest in this country has been second 
only to that in America itself. The 
welfare of the great American democracy 
touches our own people so nearly that a 
Presidential election is always an absorb- 
ing event for England. That is more than 
ever the case at the present time, when 
almost everywhere in the world the 
system of free popular election has either 
been suppressed altogether or deyeneratea 
into a meaningless farce. What is the 
explanation of this stupendous personal 
triumph, asks The Times, There is no 
substance in the theory that it bought a 
victory—the return in votes for the jobs 
and allowances provided for the unem- 
ployed by the various agencies of the 
New Deal.“ Political gratitude seldom 
takes so effective a form. 10 might account 
for a few thousand votes here and 
there, but not for such a land- 
slide as that which occurred on 
Tuesday throughout the United States 
in town and country alike. Pro- 
bably the simplest explanation is the 
best. Mr. Roosevelt vitality and 
courage, and his personal charm, have 
captured the imagination of the American 
people, who see in him an energetic leader 
to whom they are glad to commit their 
national fortunes. They remember the 
vigour and confidence with which he took 
command in 1933, when everybody else 
seemed to have given way to despair. 
They remember how he promised, not, 
indeed, to find an immediate panacea for 
the depression, but to try, and to go en 
trying, until he had found effective 
remedies. They may have felt restive 
under some of his more drastic and ex. 
perimental measures, but they judge his 
work as a whole, and contrasting the state 
of the country now and when he took 
office in March, 19625, they felt that they 
have found the man they wanted. a man 
who makes things happen. 

Against such a leader the Republicans 
had no one to set. Mr. Landon, for all 
his estimable qualities, was not of the 
stuff of which national are made. 
Even his supporters were not urged to 
vote for him so much as to vote against 
Mr. Roosevelt, and this election proves 
once more the truth of the well-worn 
American maxim, that in politics you 


cannot beat somebody with nobody.

Rattling the Sabre 


It was rumoured to-day that Italy and 
Germany intend’ to make a naval de- 
monstration with their united fleets off 
Barcelona, with the double purpose of 
intimidating the Spanish Communists of 
Catalonia and showing the British how 
strong they are. The rumour is of interest 
even if incorrect, because it is understood 
to be the intention of Signor Mussolini 
to assemble the complete Italian Navy at 
Tobruk Bay, which is in Libyan waters 
and very close to the Egyptian coast, with 
a view to making an impression on the 
independent ee Bo of Egypt. In Egypt 
it is a matter of speculation as to what 
the Italians will do now that they have 
Lake Tsana, which is the source of its 
w ter supplies. There is an agreement 
that — Great Britain the right to 
build a dam across the Abyssinian border 
at the lake, but few people incline to the 
view that Italy, in the present circum- 
stances, will allow this to be done. 


Foreign Ships 


The attention of the Coastal Trade 
Development Council has been drawn to 
the reported admission made by the 
Chairman of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee of the London County Council that 
foreign ships have been engaged in carry- 
ing granite from Cornwall to Chelsea for 
the construction of a bridge which is being 
built out of public money. It notes that 
the explanation given is that British ships 
of the requisite construction, draught and 
tonnage were not available at the time. 
Similar explanations have been given 
whenever the use of foreign ships by local 
authorities has been challenged by the 
Council, but there can be little doubt 
that, if proper encouragement were given 
to British shipping, there would soon be 
no question as to the capacity of the 
coastal industry to deal with any class of 
traffic. It is exactly a year ago since the 
late Earl Beatty, as President of the 
Council, wrote to the L.C.C. drawing its 
attention to the growing use of foreign 
ships in the British coastal trade. and 
pointing out that much of the business 
secured by these vessels had been on 
behalf of local authorities and their con- 
tractors.

Mr. LEMASS, replying, said that the 
Government. were. seriously concerned about 
the cases of the men whose holding would 
be submerged.

Mr. Eden replied that his position was 
governed by the Anglo-Iraqian Treaty, 
which he had no power to vary or to dis- 
cuss at the table of the House. By the 
terms of that treaty Iraq was an entirely 
independent country.

In a statement signed by Captain 
Spencer Freeman, of Hospitals’ Trust, 
Ltd.; Mr. Mollison, and Mr. W. 4.

Hospitals’ Sweepstakes organisation is 
satisfied: that Mr. Mollison is an innocent 
party to a dispute between an American 
corporation and themselves, and, there- 
tore, as a gesture from sportsmen to a fine 
sportsman, they relinquish any rights 
they might have against Mr. Mollison to 
claim the plane. The Irish Sweepstakes 
organisation announce this fact promptly 
in order that they may not hinder Mr. 
Mollison's flight to the Cape, in which 
they wish him the best of luck. 

Mr. Mollison expresses his apprecia- 
tion of this gesture on the part of the 
Irish Sweepstakes organisation, and 
recognises that, as this was the ‘plane 
named the Irish Swoop, originally 
entered by them in the London-Melbourne 
Air Race, 1934, they took the action they 
did in applying to the Court to protect 
their legal interests, and not for any 
reason inimical to Mr. Mollison himself.

This pension would not able until the 
officer retired from the Civil 1 rvice, and in 
certain cases, when the pensionable period 
exceeded ten years, the Minister for Finance 
would make a contribution in respect of part 
of the pension, In the case of officera whose 
local service was given outside the Saorstat, 
the Exchequer would be responsible for the 
whole of the local service pension. A gratuity 
not exceeding £150 in any case would be 
paid to persons who had lost their employ- 
ment through political reasons, and could not 
now be re-employed on account of age or ill- 
health. These gratuities would be 2 by 
the Exchequer.

In Germany the Protestant Church had 
been alienated from the working-classes. 
Partly owing to Martin Luther's mistake, 
and to the mistake of Henry the Eighth in 
choosing a temporary head of the Church.
